liner in miniature. It is the Cana- 
dian Pacific boat making daily trips 
out across Lake Ontario. The vast 
heat of this inland lake is best ap- 
parent when, after half an hour's 
sail, there is no land in sight as the 
sturdy little steamer churns its way 
along. Gradually something grows 
bigger and bigger on the horizon and 
by nine o'clock the Iniat docks at 
Toronto, the Queen City of Canada. 
There is a crowd at the wharf, but we 
are successfully collared and turn to 
shake hands heartily with the erudite 
Herbert W. Roberts, Canadian ecu 
1 respondent for the Di.ak-Mutks Jot r 
nai„ who has a striking resemblance 
to Manhattan's best known man- 
about-town --our delvinnair Harry 
Powell. 

The hospitable Roberts homestead, 
" Morn Glen," claims us as its guest 
for a few days. We find that our 
prolific writer does not feed on adjec- 
tives and adverbs at meal times as 
was Supposed. His good wife is a 
mistress of the culinary art, it is our 
pleasure to discover. Mr. Roberta is 
tleman of high mental caliber and 
Courteous of manner, and is one of the 
leaden in his community. Up in his 
study is a line, large golden oak desk, 
a. gift from the deaf as a testimonal of 
teem in which he is held. And 
it is on this self same elesk that our 
sc rivenei grinds out the weekly news 
. which are invisible links that 
hold. the deal of Canada together in a 
bond of mutual interest. 

Toronto it a very clean city, with 
wide streets. Strci rvice is ex- 

cellent, being owned by the- munici- 
pality. Bach car carried a broom as 
part of the equipment. Other inte- 
resting things noted were tall police' 
men and their blue helmets, which 
accentuated theii height, and ihe "self- 
service " news stands everywhere. 
Vent take your favorite Paper and drop 
1 he coin in a box. The stands are so 

shaped to prhtect the papers from the 

rain. Instead of the familiar green 
lellei Ihi\c-s. in Canada they art &J 
brilliant red. So if any "rube" from 
the Canadian wilds tries to mail his 
letters in New York City and unin- 
tentionally calls out the fire depart 
meat, he can hardly be blamed for tin- 
slight mistake. 

Toronto is favored with a line 
bathing beach near by A short walk 
or riele brings the natives to "Sunny- 
side" on the lake, with a long stretch 
of clean land. No tiresome tide in 
(he Crowded subway or elevated just 
to get a breath of sea air. At

meeting persons of familiar names.

The Ro 
berts nave a party and we became 

acquainted with the Elliotts, Muriel 

Allen, Grace Hardy. Alma Brown and 
Ethel Griffith, who make us opine 
Toronto would be a nice' place to live 
in. The Queen City can boast of its 
queens and they seemed plentiful. 
Hardly saw any that used rouge and 
k they all looked dean and 
wholesome, well and modishly dress 

ed. Noticed a large preponderance 

of auburn-haired girls, their sun-lit 
hair constantly reminding us of old 
school days, when as a small boy we 
used to gate with secret admiration at 
1 tall and stately young woman, to 
us the Sum of all quecnliness one 
Anna I.avinna MeThail. 

The deaf of Toronto are a progret 

sive lot. In their church they have 
something to boatl about and be ex 

ceedingly proud to show%hat tin 

do. To begin with, they bought a pri- 
vate residence and large plot of ground 
in a good section of the city, costing 
some twenty thousand dollars, and 
there held religious services and also 
had social diversions for the deaf. 
The house soon was too small, and the 
United Chun hes ot Canada must 

have recognised the excellent work 

this resolute band was doing, for they 
offered to double whatever sum 
i.iised towaiels the erection of a new 
church building. Whereupon the deal 
got busy anil raised thirty thousand 

dollars, and thereby got sixty thousand, 
and w et te d* aa fine a church as could 

be desired. The chaiicl is patterned 
'thing like All Souls' at Phila- 
delphia, with a slanting floor. The 

re in a semi c ire le, running 

lengthwi id ol across the room, 

DO one can sit too far back and 

endure i n. Then large 

Id room, a good-sized gymnasium, 
and a bowling alley. The alleys arc 



not completed yet and there is still 
some three thousand dollars to be rais- 
ed to get them finished. When they 
are ready, the Toronto deaf will have 

one of the best forms of recreation foi 
their kind. The lower part of the old 
residence is used for committee rooms, 
while upstairs is a cozy apartment for 
the Superintendent, J. R. Byrne, anil 
his family. 

It is a wonderful and interesting 
church, being run and maintained 
entirely by the deaf themselves, which 
is a great credit to their ability. One 
item that may stagger New Yorkers is 
that on account of the long and 
cold winters, their coal bill goes over 
a thousand dollars annually. 

Time passes quickly in good 
company, our few days ate up, and 
reluctantly we resume our journey. 
After a farewell luncheon with 
Friend Roberts, we board the Cana- 
dian Pacific Limited for a 200-mile 

tide through a most prosperous 
farm region to Kingston, Ontario. 
Along the wav wo pass through 
Belleville, and have a good look at 
the school for the deaf, finely 
located at the top of a hill over- 
looking Lake Ontario. 

Prom Kingston, our boat sails 
early next morning for another 
200-mile stretch through Alexandria 
Hay and the Thousand Islands to 
Prescott. Here passangets are 
transferred to a smaller boat for 
the swift descent down the St. 
Lawrence River through a series 
of rapids, ending with the largest 
it Lachine, and four miles 
further is Montreal, which is reach- 
ed by seven. By nine we ate ring- 
ing the bell at 356 Beaconslield 
Road and greet Miss Bffie Hender- 
son, a schoolmate from Paswood, 
whom we had not seen for over 
twenty years. We survive a b 

rage of ciuestions concerning the 
Klsworths, Moesleins, Turners and 
a score of the classmates of those 
days. Miss Henderson is quite the 
social center of the deaf at Mon- 
treal, Inning a spacious house in 
which to entertain. It is there that 
we meet Philip Areand and his 
petite wife, who was Marie Trem- 
blay, of Portland, Me., and Hart- 
ford, Ct. There were also viva- 
cious Olive Perry and her brother, 
the demure and pretty Kdna Carru- 
thers, and several others. A pic- 
nic at Lachine Bay is arranged for 
the following Sundav, which is flat 
tened out by the usual downpour 
of rains, which have been quite 
regular every week-end the past 

summer. 

Mr. Areand, being a brOtbei 
and the first one from Montreal to 
join the N. F. S. 1)., nave us a 
whole afternoon for a jaunt around 
town and tip Mount Royal from 
which the city deserves its name. 
No automobiles are allowed in the 
park, but the horse-drawn carriages 
of Victorian era take visitors 
around at $.\ a load. We noted 
that the cops wore white helmets 
here. The Sunday New York 
Times was on sale at newsstands on 
Friday evening. The trolley com 
paay runs an observation car 
around the city with elevated seats 
like grandstand bleachers. Its shiny 
brass grilles and highly-polished 
woodwork gave it the appeal ance 
of a circus band wagon . 

Montreal is an interesting City

The Great Hudson River Bridge 

Thr following paragraphs, taken 
from the New York Herald-'/ ri 
bune, tells of the beginning of a 
gigantic work — the building of the 
Hudson River Bridge, that is to 
span the river at 179th Street to 
the Palisades on the New Jersey 
shore. The New York entrance 
to the great bridge is located 
than a mile from the New York 
< Fan wood) Institution for the 
Kducation of the Deaf. It will 
be the first bridge to span the 
Hudson River below Poughkeepsie, 
if one excepts the Bear Mountain 
Bridge that has been in operation 
over a year. Incidentally it will 
be the greatest bridge in the world. 
There are at present several large 
ferry-boat lines constantly plying 
between New York and New Jer- 
sey, at various points along the 
ri%-er as far up stream as Yonk 
There are also subways that carry 
long trains of crowded passenger 
cars beneath the river to the dif- 
ferent terminals of railroads, and a 
vehicular tunnel is completed, that 
will be opened for public traffic on 
October next.

faros <>t the Journal :— In your Issue 
of August 18th you reprint an article from 
the Catholic Deaf Mule, in which occurs 
the following statement: "Since taking 
over the principalship of the Pennsylvania 
Institution, Mr Klberl A. Cruver BS 
a study of conditions and has found that 
the oral system made mandatory in IVnn 
sylvania schools has failed in many re- 
spects." 

This statement is an unblushing- falsehood 
I have before me the complete report of the 
Superintendent of the Mt Airy School, 
Irur.j whidi the Catholic Deaf-Mule DM 
tends to gain its optimistic conclusion. In 
this report Mr. Oruver states explicitly that 
he is referring to "hearing mutes," and not 
to deaf-mutes at all. The substance of his 
statements are that the Pennsylvania Insti- 
tution is thoroughly equipped to ads* 
the deaf, but has no facilities for about 
five to ten per cent of the applicants for 
admission who are not deaf, but hearing. 
These hearing applicants are suffering the 
misfortune of possessing defective speech 
organs, or of paralysis of the brain centres 
controlling s|>eech. They are no more re- 
lated to the deaf than a monkey-wrench is 
related to tha family of simians. And for 
Mr. Graver to state that his Institution is 
not equipped to teach this class of unfor- 
tunates is a credit to his common sense. 
He at least realizes that the adjective tnute 
does not necessarily imply a deaf-mute. 

It is almost contemptible, when Mr. On 
ver with humane compassion points out the 
unhappy lot of these hearing unfortunates, 
for any one to shut his eyes deliberately to 
tbe appeal, and instead torture the sense 
of Mr. Graver's words into a criticism of 
oralism.

It 
methods of propaganda were malign. mil . 
virulent, and I have not hesitated to pro- 
test, in season and out of season. But that 
same sense of fair play evokes from me 
protest at a deliberate misconstrue linn of an 
able educator's very humane MisjsaUOl) 
The sense in which the Catholic Deaf Mute 
understands Mr. Gruver's unambiguous 
statements proves all too clearly Omt 
wish was father to the thought.

In the boys' dressing room in the 
main building, adjacent to the shower 
room, the worn out tloor was taken 
up and replaced with a new maple 
one.

Considerable damage was done to 
the roofs of the several buildings and 
the men have been replacing slate. 
tin, etc.. wherever found necessary 
The roof of the front porch on the 
main building has been entirely re- 
covered with tin. 

All the pupils' mattresses anil pil- 
lows have been taken apart, cleaned 
and remade. 

The tlagixile on the Institution lawn 
has been painted.

Mark Twain'* Best Story. 



What is generally considered to 
be the best story Mark Twain ever 
told was the tale of a minister's 
blunder.
